One batch I kno w o f tho ught we 
wo uld ex ecute them, and were pa­ 
thetically happy 
when they dis­ 
co vered they wo uld live. The first 
thing they usually ask is to be al­ 
lo wed to write their families that 
they ’re all right, and 
o f co urse 
permissio n is granted. 
Mo st o f them keep diaries 
All 
o f them, 
Italians 
and Germans 
alike, 
seem to 
have plenty 
o f 
mo ney in their po ckets. The Ital­ 
ians all carry Catho lic medals and 
cro sses, and are grateful o n learn­ 
ing they can keep these. 
Nearly 
every ’bo dy has a picture o f a wife 
o r sweetheart 
o r children, 
and 
these 
to o 
they are allo wed 
to 
keep. 
A few o f the captured Germans 
and Italians up no rth had o n thin 
clo thing, and no underwear at ail. 
But mo st

my personal views 
concerning the proposed tax levy 
for the b enefit of Oakwood ceme­ 
tery, which will b e presented to 
the voters tom orrow through the 
medium of the "sm all b allot". 
I read w ith a great deal of in­ 
terest, and considerab le surprise, 
the letter which appeared in this 
column in Friday evening's Tele­ 
graph 
which 
was sub m itted b y 
Frank L. Randall. 
Mr. Randall 
has used a lot of space in im press­ 
ing upon the citizens of Dixon 
that he b elieves 
that the city 
cem etery 
should b e 
a place of 
b eauty and tha t it is just as im ­ 
portant to the com m unity as any 
other institution 
m aintained 
b y 
the com munity. However, he then 
im m ediately follows with num er­ 
ous statem ents in which he con­ 
tends 
that 
the 
proposed tax. 
which would 
m ake 
possib le the 
very b eauty he advocates, should 
b e defeated b y the voters. 
It is 
rather difficult for me to b elieve 
tha t b oth 
statem ents w ere 
sin­ 
cerely made 
b y the sam e 
man. 
But, a fte r 
thoVoughly analyzing 
Mr. Randall’s statem ents. I have 
reached 
a conclusion tha t inas­ 
much as he is not a citizen of the 
city of Dixon and does not pay 
taxes in the city of Dixon tha t his 
only 
interest in 
defeating 
the 
cem etery 
tax arises 
out of the 
fact tha t he is m anager 
and of­ 
ficer in Chapel Hill cem etery and 
his whole desires apparently were 
to prevent 
im provem ent of Oak- 
wood cem etery; apparently on the 
theory 
that 
his 
own 
interest 
would b e jeopardized if Oakw’ood 
is b eautified. 
In other words, his 
interest 
in the 
cem terv 
tax is 
purely financial 
and can 
b y no 
stretch of im agination 
b e a ttrib ­ 
uted to his desire to protect the 
interest of 
the tax payers 
of 
Dixon. 
As Commissioner of Pub ­ 
lic Properties 
and having 
in my 
departm ent the m anagem ent and 
control of Oakwood cem etery 1 
can sincerely state to the citizens 
of Dixon 
tha t 
it is my 
opinion 
tha t the small tax proposed to b e 
levied would enab le 
the cem etery 
departm ent 
to 
overcome 
many 
difficulties w ith 
which 
we have 
b een faced for m any years. 
It is 
not the intention tha t any tax so 
levied shall b e used for the care 
or m aintenance 
of any 
lots in 
Oakwood cem etery over which ex­ 
isting owners 
will, or can, exer­ 
cise control and m anagem ent. The 
income derived from the tax will 
b e used to care for ab andoned lots 
the owners of which cannot b e lo­ 
cated. 
It is only natural that a 
cem etery of the 
age of Oakwood 
would have within 
its 
confines 
many such lots 
w'hich are com­ 
pletely filled and the owners oi 
which are entirely deceased. 
Our 
perpetual care plan 
will continue 
to rem ain in full force and effect 
and we sincerely 
recommend to 
all lot owners tha t such contracts 
with the city b e consum m ated so 
tha t their lots may never b e ab an­ 
doned as have some 
of the older 
lots. Many of the lots which have 
b een ab andoned have b een in use 
for such a long 
period 
of years 
tha t they were ab andoned b efore 
the 
perpetual 
care endowment 
was instituted and 
the opportun­ 
ity for the endowm ent was not in 
existence at that tim e. 


owners of lots in Oakwood cem ­ 
etery which they intend to fulfill 
The sm all tax which is propos­ 
ed to b e levied against the prop­ 
erty of the citizens for this w'or- 
thy purpose will b e no b urden to 
any property holder. 
It is not the 
intention of 
the City Council to 
levy any more than it is estim ated 
will b e necessary to care for the 
ab andoned properties. 
If the en­ 
tire am ount authorized should b e 
levied the am ount 
added to each 
personal 
tax 
statem ent 
would 
hardly b e noticeab le. 
It will also 
b e within the pow'er of the council 
to drop the levy at any time that 
it is felt to b e unnecessary or it 
it should develope that the levy of 
the tax fails to meet the purpose 
intended.

and. moreov er, y ou hav e been ad­ 
v ised th a t if y ou fail to tak e such 
action, th e g ov ernm ent should in 
tile sam e interests force this step 
up on y ou. 
Your critics, including Prof. Z. 
Chafee. in the Prov idence. Rhode 
Island 
Journal - Bulletin, 
Keith 
Hutchison in the Nation, and How­ 
a rd Wolf in H arp er’s, are quite 
disturbed. 
Professor Chafee rises 
to g iv e y ou the benefit of his long 
study of freedom of sp eech and of 
the p ress and to p oint out to y ou 
t h a t in his op inion liberty of the 
p ress is being curtailed 
by 
the 
p resent 
barriers to 
mem bership 
in the Associated Press, and, fur­ 
ther. th a t 
liberty of 
the 
p ress 
would be p romoted by 
remov ing 
these barriers. 
A t the sam e time these critics 
disclaim any op inion as to w hether 
th e Associated Press is v iolating 
the an ti-trust act. T hey urg e y ou 
p ublishers to am end y our by -laws 
in a h urry because if y ou don’t 
th ey think some one should do it 
fo r y ou, and p erhap s th e an ti-trust 
law s arc as handy as any thing 
else. 
Fa >o rs Present Sy stem 
I contend th a t neither the inter­ 
ests of society n o r freedom of the 
p ress dem and 
th a t y ou chang e 
y o ur p resent requirem ents for ad­ 
mission. 
I t is m ore to the p ublic interest 
to see t h a t there is lov ely and v ig ­ 
orous com p etition between the v a­ 
rious new s ag encies th an it is to 
see th a t 
ev ery new sp ap er g ets 
th e sam e news serv ice. Your asso­ 
ciation, g entlem en, is not accused 
of monop lizing the new s ag ency 
field. You hav e not a ttra c te d the 
custom ers of y o ur com p etitors by 
unethical or unlawful or anti-soc­ 
ial m eans. In fact, y o ur org aniza­ 
tion has done jus t the op p osite. It 
h a s fostered th e g row th of riv al 
new s ag encies by restrictin g its 
ow n m em bership . 


The n e x t question is hav e y ou 
restricted comp etition, not in the 
new* 
ag ency field, 
but in 
the 
new sp ap er field in y o ur own com ­ 
m unities? You are eng ag ed in a 
business which is hig hly com p eti­ 
tiv e. and fortunately so. No ser­ 
ious student of the p lace of the 
p ress in our dem ocratic civ iliza­ 
tion w an ts to elim inate com p eti­ 
tion in th e new sp ap er field; ev ery 
such student ag rees th a t the dern- 
ocratic p rocess can be stren g th en ­ 
ed and imp rov ed by a m ultip licity 
of new sp ap ers rep resenting div ers­ 
ity of p oints of v iew. 
Stro ng Co mpetitio n Needed 
A strong new sp ap er deserv es a 
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strong com p etitor: in fact, needs ; 
a strong com p etitor to k eep it ¡ 
strong . 
I am conv inced th a t it i 
would be to the g re a te r benefit 
of society for the non-AP p ap ers ■ 
to sp onsor additional strong news 
ag encies than it would for y ou to 
op en y our doors to all nonm em bers 
and thereby p lace the AP in the 
p osition of 
becoming 
an actual 
monop oly . 
The fac t th a t y our 
own 
im ­ 
mediate com p etitiv e interests co­ 
incide with this belief in no wise 
lessens its v alidity . W ith all due 
resp ect for the achiev em ents and 
standing of the Associated Press, 
it is not so essential to the p ub­ 
lication of a new sp ap ers as the 
atto rn ey s for the g ov ernm ent and 
Prof. Chafee contend. 
Howev er, 
circulations ov er a million in the 
m orning field hav e been built up 
on U P alone. 


I t is charg ed that, while riv al 
news ag encies m ay g iv e as g ood 
cov erag e of the outside world as 
the A P, they do not g iv e adequate 
cov erag e of domestic 
news 
be­ 
cause of the restrictiv e by -laws 
which 
requires 
all 
m em bers 
to 
furnish local news ex clusiv ely to 
the AP. 
No Pena lties Impo sed 
On the other hand I hav e nev er 
heard of an A P p ublisher being 
p enalized 
or inflicting 
p enalties 
on staff m em bers 
because 
such 
sta ff 
m em bers 
serv ed 
as 
local 
corresp ondents for v ital news a g ­ 
encies, and I hav e k nown m any 
staff m em bers eng ag ed 
in this 
activ ity . Also, the source of the 
news is op en to 
all, 
including 
string men, radio rep orters and 
staff corresp ondents. 
A study of domestic new s will 
show th a t U P g iv es adequate cov ­ 
erag e, and often in a liv elier and 
more readable sty le than the A P. 
In fact, m ost of 
the 
im p rov e­ 
m ents in techniques and serv ices 
which hav e been adop ted by the 
Associated Press in recent y ears 
can be credited directly to activ e 
com p etition fro m the United P ress 
and fro m the International News 
Serv ice. W ithout this comp etition, 
it is unlik ely th a t these im p rov e­ 
m ents would hav e ben so readily 
inaug urated by y our org anization. 
Recalls Situa tio n In Euro pe 
For some reason or o ther there 
seems to ex ist a feeling th a t a few 
strong new sp ap ers in a com m un­ 
ity are less desirable than a larg e 
num ber of w eak p ublications. The 
la tte r situation p rev ails in m ost 
of 
Europ e 
and 
p articularly 
in 
France. These m ultifarious and fi­ 
nancially w eak p ublications 
fell 
an easy v ictim of a strong and 
v ig orous op p ressor. 
I hav e no fear th a t our A m eri­ 
can p ress will cap itulate so easily 
and neither do I fear th a t y ou 
will control the country and p e r­ 
p etuate a monop ly . 
Newsp ap ers, 
ev en thoug h 
financially 
strong , 
hav e n o t shown them selv es histor­ 
ically 
to be stable institutions. 
They are subject too m uch to the 
indiv idual ability of p ublishers and 
to the shifting whim s of the p ub­ 
lic. 
And lastly , are y ou a p ublic 
serv ice and do y ou render a p ub- 


lic serv ice? To the first, no: and 
to the second, y es. You are not a 
p ublic serv ice in the sense th a t 
y our business is of such a nature 
th a t it should be reg ulated by the 
g ov ernm ent ip the p ublic interest. 
Only the p ublic itself and not its 
p olitically selected officers should 
reg ulate y ou, and this reg ulation 
should come in the form of disap ­ 
p rov al throug h nonp atronag e. 
Go v ernment Restra ined 
Nex t, let us tak e up the fre e­ 
dom of t t e p ress arg um ent. 
Up 
to 
the 
p reesnt tim e 
the 
courts of the United States hav e 
been unanim ous in their basis a s ­ 
sum p tions reg arding 
the 
funda­ 
m ental m eaning of the co n stitu­ 
tional 
g ua ra n ty 
of 
liberty 
of 
sp eech and of 
the 
p ress 
ev en 
thoug h they hav e on occasion dis­ 
ag reed as to its ap p lication. 
D uring the 18 th century when 
the basic p rincip les of liberty of 
sp eech and of the p ress w ere be­ 
ing form ulated, p ractically all the 
obnox ious restrictions cam e from 
a g ov ernm ent source. 
The men 
who drafted the Bill 
of 
R ig hts 
w ere cog nizant of these g ov ern­ 
m ent restrictions and soug ht to 
curtail them as much as p ossible 
by constitutional limitations. 
The th rea t of g ov ernm ent in ter­ 
ference is not dead in sp ite of 
the fact th a t in the 19 th century 
v ery little 
restriction 
em anated 
from th at quarter. 
More g ov ern- 
men restrictions of sp eech and of 
the p ress hav e beg n imp osed and 
declared unconstitutional 
by 
the 
courts in the p eriod 19 20 to 19 40 
than in all the p rev ious y ears of 
our history as a nation. 
Public Will Decide 
It is now arg ued th a t the tra di­ 
tional concep t of liberty of the 
p ress should be rev ised. 
Sp eech. 
Prof. 
Chafee s a y s , 
should be fruitful as well as free. 
W ith th a t I ag ree. It is y our duty 
as p ublishers to p rint only w h at 
y ou feel is fruitful and to tak e 
dictation in this m a tte r from no 
one, neither from a leading ad­ 
v ertiser, nor from the local p oliti­ 
cal boss, nor from Prof. Chafee, 
nor from me. If y ou do not fulfill 
y our duty , y ou will be branded 
by p ublic op inion, and this p ublic 
op inion can ex p ress itself in loss 
of p atronag e which will ev entual­ 
ly be y our loss, and a com p etitor 
who hav e a larg er concep t of his 
duty to his readers will tak e y our 
p lace. 


Go v ernment Pressure Sug g ested 
Does freedom of the p ress m ean 
th a t citizens should not be de­ 
p riv ed of the chang e of g ettin g 
the “best" news av ailable? 
The 
words in 
the Constitution hav e 
nev er been g iv en such a m eaning 
by the courts. The words mean 
only th a t the g ov ernm ent should 
not interfere w ith 
the 
citizen’s 
chance of g ettin g the best news: 
they hav e nev er m ean t th a t the 
g ov ernm ent should see to it th a t 
the new s comes by w ay of a p a r­ 
ticular route or accom p anied by 
certain editorial comment. 
The leaders of the N ational So­ 
cialist p a rty used the sam e a rg u­ 
m ents for ov erturning the consti­ 
tutional g uaran tee of liberty of 
the p ress in the G erm an co n stitu­ 
tion: Said Goebbels: 
“The m uch 
lauded freedom of the p ress w as 
but an illusion. Business interest 
controlled the p ress, and business 
m inded p riv ate p ublishers dictated 
to the editors w h at was to be w rit­ 
ten, N othing is more untrue than 
th a t the old p ress was ev er free.” 
M y conclusion is th at the tra di­ 
tional and historical freedom of 
the p ress does not require y ou to 
adm it all ap p licants for m em ber­ 
ship . th a t an ex tension 
of 
this 
traditional concep t to include a 
p ositiv e duty to adm it all ap p li­ 
cants is not in the p ublic interest, 
and would, on the contrary , tend 
to destroy w hatev er div ersity and 
m ultip licity of news ag encies, and 
ultim ately of news outlets, as do 
now ex ist. If y ou, a t y our annual 
meeting , feel in the by -law p ass­ 
ing mood, 
I 
sug g est 
th a t 
y ou 
would be serv ing society if y ou 
adop ted a reg ulation which would 
reduce rath e r than increase the 
num ber of m em bers of y our o r­ 
g anization.

Then a com m ittee or com ­ 
m ittees m ay be ap p ointed to draw’ 
up recom m endations for p rese n ta­ 
tion to a la ter session of the con­ 
ference, p ossibly in the fall or w in ­ 
ter.
